” ‘Daring the -past month or two men-abont- | 


town, especially those who have been engaged 
in tho ardaous and dangerous work connected 
_ with thestamping out ofthe babonle plague, have 
witnessed many revoltiogand heartrending alghts 
—stebts which most of them would have greatly 
never to have seen. Yet horrifylog 
as have been many of the scenes In the filthy 
plague-infected hovels of the poor and in the 
deadly wards of the notorlous Glass-works 
charnel house, where the stench was 
absolutely ruffocating, and the spectacle of the 
dead and the dying lying close together fn ‘all 
stages of the loathsome disease was appalling to 
witness, a casual observer who bad completed 
the sounds of the plague depéts when the 
tdemic was raging here six weeks ago, and 
visited a few of the Tal-ping-shan rookerles, 
would doubtless have !magioed that be bad seen 
all the worst sights in this gorgeous city. Not 
a0, however, and [t is -probable that 
out of the great number of Europeans who 
have visited China-town durlog the ravages of 
the plague, not a tenth part of them have seen 
what can only be fitly described aaa veritable 
Chamber of Horrors. This ‘black hole,’ this 
stain upon our boasted civilization, is an adjonct 
of the greatly-vauated Tong Wah Hospital and 
Is there styled “the lunatic ward,” for the sole 
reason, presumably, because it is used for the 
confinement of unfortunate Chinese who from 
some cause or other bave become Insane, A 
few days agoa member ofthe ateff of this fournal 
{napected the lunatic wardin question in company 
with a Chinese police officer, At the tme of hls 
visit the Jonatlcs were under lock and key, and {t 
was necessary for the constable to draw a large 
fron bolt which held together two large. wooden 
doors before an entrance to the ward could 
be effected. The doors thrown wide open a 
horrible sight presented Itself to the spects~ 
tor: caged within thick hardwood bars, like 
feroctous wild animals in a menagerie, sat half- 
a-dozen alleged lanatics, four males and two 
adult females, All ofthem appeared perfectly 
harmless, especially the unfortunate women, one 
of whom ws completely nude and amuilng 
herself wilh the remnants of a thirty-cent blanket 
the edge of which she {imagined she was 
hemming, ’ There this poor emaciated creature 
sat close to the rails of her den,-.perfectly 
willlag to carry on a conversation with our 
reporter as he stood amazed at what he saw in 
acage exactly opposite and In full view of the 
woman referred to, Thie contained a man 
who had been some time in_ confine 
ment. He was dressed in filthy rage 
and had In front of him a tin pan fall 
of very second-rate boiled rice and a tia 
pannikin of cold waler—hbis afternoon meal 
which bad been pushed in to him between the 
pars of his cage. He showed no fncliinatlon to 
partake of bis fuxurlous repast, and Indeed he 
couldn't had be been sodisposed, for the quantity 
and quality of his rations would not admit of 
that’ He had nothing to say, neither did he take 
much notice of any one, and appeared perfectly 
qotet and harmless, In qnother cage there 
‘wat a man who had torn hls blanket 
to shreds, and who seemed: very much 
annoyed at being confined In auch a 
dungeon, None of the hapless {amates had 
beds to lle on, clean bedding to cover themselves 
‘with, or proper commodes, and the alr in the 
ward was foctld to a degree, Such, briefly, te 
the-state of affalrs to-day io the lunatic ward of 
the Tang Wah Hospital, where six-human belo, 
ave closely and shamefally confined, And why 
‘is itso? Well, there 1s, as far asthe Hougton, 
Telegraph \s aware, no sufficient reason for suc! 
‘m disgracefal atate of affalre {a this British 
colony of Hongkong. Indeed, there fs, as 
matter of fact, no reason why {t should not 
be stopped at once, We have a Government 
Jostltctlon known as the Litnatle Asylum where 
\ proper accomodation and male and female 
warders are in attendance, and where the food 


» supplied to the patents Is at least sufficient and 


of the best quality, If the Lunatlc Asylum 
in overcrowded, (which Gad forbid It ever should 
be—with Hongkong lunatics at all events) then 
the Colonlal Surgeon can, ste to ft that the 
hapless and grossly neglected Inmates of this 
Chamber of Horrors are, {f necessary, confined 
In snoltary and sultable quarters elsewhere, and 
that the disgusting spectacle of nude male and 
fomale imbeciles huddled together Ina loath- 
some dungeon ceases to exist at once -and for 
ever. ver 

We do not go so far as to gay thet 
any of the medical. officers of the | Govern- 
ment are to blame for this’ s¢andalous 
state of affairs, bat we bave now brought the 
subject to the notice of the authorities and leave 
them to deal with the matter as speedily and 
effectively asto them may seemexpedient, This 
inhuman treatment of helpless Imbeciles should 
not be tolerated any longer, and the Government, 
which is believed to exercise some control over 
the Directors of the Tung Wah Hospital, can 
no longer plead iguorance of a atate of affairs 
which is nothing short of a disgrace to all who 
share responsibility, :

For the purpose of discussing the recent 
Imposition of full duty upon broken rice, by the 
Slamexe Customs Department, a meeting of 
Forelgn Representatives was beld at the German 
Legation, on the roth inst., when there was a full 
attendance, It will be remembered that formerly 
only half duty was pald on broken sice, the 
difference belng paid by shippers, under protest, 
In order to obtain clearences, and In one case | 
this bas Jed to Iftigation between a shipping firm 
and other clients. After full consideration the 
Forelgn Representatives agreed to forward to the. 
Siamese Government a recommendation that all 
daty paid on braken rice In excess of half rates, 
since October, should be refunded. It was con- 
sidered a violation of Treaty right not to Inform 
the Representatives of any Increase lo the rates, 
If not an‘ {pfringemert to charge any duty upon 
broken rice, This istter.polnt, however, they 
were not Inclined to press, as the merchants had 


for a number of years agreed on the fairness of 


charging 4 per cent. Mr. Kemperman was 
authorised to forward « jolot-note containing the 
recommendation of the meeting, and also -a 
suggestion that any new regelations should be 
put before the Foreign Representatives before 
belog put {nto force,. 

The Quarantine Regulations at Paknam are 
still {n force, we belleve, notwithstanding states. 
ments to the contrary. On Friday afernoon the 
Kong Beng (not the Chow/a, as stated elsewhere) 
reached Paknsm, after sticking on the mud since 
‘Wednesday. night, with 400. coolfes on board. 
Haviog been examined during the unavoidable 
delay she was at once allowed to proceed. The 
Chow/fa, however, which arrived by the same 
tide, was found to have six suspicious cases on 
board and was quarantined for over 40 hours, 
The cases proved to.be high melarial fever, one 
man's temperature reaching 106 degrees, but 
vylelding to the usual treatment, On board the 
Phra Chula Chom Kiso, Capt. Fowler had one 
case of fever, which caused bis vessel to be 
detained 24 hours, Dr Adamsen, wa understand, 
complains that the difficulty of ge'tiog Aslatics 
to comply with the regulations is increased by 
Enropeana leaving the vessels at Paknam and 
proceeding to Bangkok by train before freedom 
from disease has been certlfied, and states that 
fo future ‘all vessels will be required to complete 
nine days from before being allowed to 
come up the river.— Bangkok Times. .

: ’ TIENTSIN, July 13th, 
We hear from Korea on gocd authority that a 
great deal of sickness prevails amongst the 


Chinese troops, and that they are hanging them | 


selves by dozens In despair of their surroundings. 
The Japanese are also in a pretty bad plight; # 
great number of them bave died, and illness [s 
atill very rife In thelr camp; but the death-rate 
is very much higher amongst the Chinese. 

By this time you will have seen the telegrams 
announcing the jolnt intervention of Britaln, 
Russia, France, Germany and America, in the 
Korean difficulty, and the Note from these 
Powers advising China and Japan to withdraw 
thelr troops from the Hermit Nation. China bas 
assented. But what will Japan do? 

Viceroy Li is safd to be in great glee over the 
diplomatic result of the efforts of himsslf, Count 
Cassint and others, and we think here, that as 
far as eventn can be foretold, the Viceroy has 
acted wisely {n not allowing matters to come'to 
the teat of arms, As I have said In my previous 
letters, China ts a growing power, but has still 
much to Jearn in the science of warfare, Sbe has 
brave and hardy soldiers in plenty, but she lacks 
competent generals; and the lesson she should 
fearn from the present imbrogllo is that seslous 
efforts cught to be made to Impart a proper 
theoretical and practical know!lejge of the art of 
modern warto her military chiefs. She bass 
military school here, but the brightest and by 
far the most capable professor of the establish- 
ment will soon be leaving for home. The 
commlssarlat department fs by oo means’ 
systematized, nor does any proper ambulance 
corps exist to follow the Chinese army to the 
field and look after the wounded. Then agals, 
China's armoues, as far asthey exist at all, 
lack uniformity. All those faults can, however, 
be remedied. If not, China must for ever rely 
on ber skill In diplomacy and not on ber strengt! 
in arms. 

And what of Japan? The Island Empire 1s 
just now.at the summit of ber military: pride, 
looking down with sublime contempt on the 
ernde and undeveloped military forces of her big 
and lumbering uelphbour, . Will Japan comply’ 
at once! with the wishes of the Great Powers, 
and withdraw her-armfes from Korea, or will she 
first demand gusrantees that her war expenses 
wlll be patd ? Will all be smooth or will now 
complications arise? To force Japan toabandon 
the strong footing she has obtained In Koren 
would require a strong body of forelgn soldiers ; 
while on the other hand, her position would after 
a time become untenable because the Russian 
and other foreign fnstructors In the Chinese 
service would before very long bring the Chinese 
troops up to a standard of efficiency hitherto, 
unknown In thts country. Coming events cast 
thelr shadows before, and whatever the imme- 
alate result of the present crisis be, I venture to 
propbesy that it will cause @ revolation at a not 
very distant date Jo the entire milliary organisa- 
ton of China.

very long continuance, : 
-.Ramours concerning affairs in. the Korean 
peniosula appear to be decreasing ; at least we 
do not hear. so much sald as formerly; but 
apparently reliable information has it that 
the soldiers of the fourteen camps about 
Hoelacchan have been ordered away, which 
gives the impression that the situation is 
becoming more critical. It ts difficult toxscertaln 
the precise attitude of the Chinese mind relative 
to the matter, but there seems to be but one lad 
among thelr resident “guests,” so far.ae we can 
learn, which {s that {t will be.s great calamity If 
war actually takes place. 

It was not until two or three days ago that the 
repairs on the railroad had progressed to such a 
point that tratns could be again run a6 far as 
Lancho, Beyond that there ta still some uncer> 
taloty when the road will be open, The casualties 
to the road have been very unfortinate, not only 
for the road—the greatest sufferer—bat for those 
seeking « little rest and change for tired nerves.

(rom getting {t, and come, who bad taken posses: 
sion of quarters in temples or other available 
bulldings, bhuve been completely cnt off from 
commonicatlon with this place, which Is not 
quite satlstactory. .
